ground. The dirt dug from the pit i 
piled around the board sides of tlu 
house and fjrnilod otf to ilrnin the watei 
from the house. The pit under^riiuni 
IS not less than lU feet in diameter am' 
depth. The bottom ia from two to ai!> 
feet smaller than the top to prevent ai. 
space around the snow as it settles. Th 
l-it is lined with planks two inclie- 
thick. Tha house is well covered to 
keep out heat. Trees shading the roof

How To store the Snow. 

Snow should be put in before it i 
wet. Probably the l>est time is as s.mk 
as It has settled sufficiently to pai4 
well. It I 111 bo l ollci ted from nii> 
level place that is clean, such as a hax 
field. If the snow is deep It may b< 
.hoveled directly Into a wagon. If thin 

can be drawn into rows by means ot 
I plank dr.ii; siniil.ir to lli,. "Kim 
Koad Drag," then hauled by wagom 
•P the snow pit. IT MU8T BE WBLl 
l ACKKH by tramping with the fee 
iiid tampiiij; with a block of wood 
"SNOW WKLL PACKED will last as 
long as ice," ^ay those who have triei 
the experiment aueceasfnlly. They a Is 
advi.se that after the snow has s,.tlle. 
a few days the spaces between tin 
srnw and walls shuul.l be filled witi 
n ore snow and filled as high as pos 
dble. 

When the OUtaidc ti'inpcrfitiirc is be 

low .'1-' degrees, the .lo.irs of tlie ic 
house should be kept open. When thi 
temperatnre rises above freesing, thev 
should be closed. The top of the snnv 
-I mild b" .incrcl willi si.-k- fiisl. I'l.' 
with '2 or .i feet of .sawdust or slrat\ 
As fast as the snow melts around th- 
sides, the space shoud be packed will 
straw to prevent air currpni. 

When snow is wanted, remove tli 
covering and shovel out the quant it < 
desired, alwaya remembering to n 
cover the expo.sed place .
